Shri 
Mishra then led a party of two to three constables in order 
to search the house. On finding the back door locked, he 
walked around and enteted the house from the front door 
and sta-ted a search of the house. On reaching the room 
where the dacoit w'as taking shelter, Shn Mishra asked the 
dacoit to surrender. On getting no response f-om the daco't, 
he broke open the door in disregard of his person-’l safety. 

dacoit instantly onened fi-e on Shri Mishra and iniured 
him on his arm but Shri Mishra dM not lose his balance of 
mind and cou’-age and grappled with the dacoit who was 
carrying a loaded revolver. Sh-i Mishra then shou'ed for 
helo._ TWo /three constables cr.me in and on seeing the 
dacoit and Shri M^h’-a fighting with each other, they came 
to the assistance of tbe Sub-Tnsnector. The dacoit was shot 
dead in the process of being over-powered.
